1S GRANTED LEAVE. 


Raitt Will Go North for Two Weeks 
Most Approved Specifications. 


Great Work Accomplished in Los 


C. B. Raitt, playground superin- 
tendent of Los Angeles, has been in- 
vited to plan the play places of the 
future for the city of Oakland, a 
tribute to his ability which is greatly 
appreciated by the local Playground 
Commission. 

The city authorities of Oakland 
asked Los Angeles to lend Mr. Raitt 
to them for two months, so that he 


¥| might have ample time to formulate 


pians for the five playgrounds for 
which sites have already been pure 
chased. Los Angeles could not spare 
its superintendent for two months, 
but Mr. Raitt was granted leave of 
absence for a’ fortnight, and will go 
North next Saturday. 

Pasadena profited by the services of 
this playground expert. who laid out 
the first playground for the Crown 
City last week. He has recently been 
in San Diego preaching the doctrine 
of play at the State Normal School 
and to Various civic bodies. He was 
there on the invitation of the San 
Diego Playground Commission, which 
is endeavoring to secure a site for the 
first playground. 

Mr. Raitt was educated at Stantora 
University, where he was active in 
athletics. He is the type of modern 
college man who blazes a new trail 
for himself in the workaday world. 
In 1905 he was engaged as playground 
superintendent in Angeles, and 
laid out the first und at Violet 
street. With his own hands he made 
much of the apparatus, which. would 
have cost a far greater sum if pur- 
chased in finished form. 

One by one as the new play places 
have been added, Mr. Raitt has 

the equipment and the loca- 
tion of the buildings and athietic 
grounds. He has seen the splendid 
Echo Park ground assume its present 
pleasing form. He lent his ald to the 
architects who planned the beautiful 
recreation center at St. John and Holly 
streets, and he gave expert advice to 
the Board of Education in planning 
the school playgrounds. 

Three other playgrounds in Los An- 
geles have been mapped out by Mr 


Raitt, and before next July they will 


be in active operation. These are the 
Hazard, the Downey-avenue and the 
Slauson-avenue grounds. Besides his 
genius for arranging the ground, Mr. 
Raitt is an authority on games, and 
intends to write a book on games for 
children and young people.
